ally cost him to paint it. 

Among Continental artists none ever 


; worked more consistently than Meissonier, 


some of whose tiny canvases, with their mic- 
roscopic perfection of detail, are valued at 
more than $5,000 a square foot. When 
Meissonier was painting his ‘* Napoleon in 
1814,’ and wished to give a realistic picture 
to the snow covered, trampled road overt 
which the French army traveled, he had a 
small platform made and covered with clay. 
He kneaded and pounded the clay, wheeled 
over it a miniature cannon, and repeated the 
process until he was satisfied with the result. 
lhen he sprinkled salt over the rutty, hoof 
marked, trampled clay and got the final snow 
effect he soug! t. 

Hyosai, the most realistic of Japanese 
painte rs, was cradled in realism. Evenasa 
child he would haunt the slums and make 
sketches of brawls and wrestling bouts, As 
a boy of nine he fished out from the river 
the severed head of a drowned man and took 
it home to paint, and at fifteen he would set 
up his easel in front of a blazing fire and 
calmly put the flames on his canvas. It is 
even on record that one day he chased two 
young ladies of high birth through the corri- 
dors of the pal we, simply to sketch as he 
ran, a rare pattern on the sash which one of 
them wore. 

Verestchagin, whose terrible war pictures 
are almost repellent in their realism, has 
risked his life many times wile painting 
them. He would go, sketch book in hand, 
into the thickest of the fighting, and sketch 
the fallen men in the intervals of defending 
himself from the attacks of the enemy. On 
one occasion he had to suspend his painting 
for hours while the bullets rained around 
his canvas, and he vears as many scars as 
anv hero—all the fruits for his love of

paper. ‘The average Chinese inn is usually 
a menagerie and zoological garden combined,

How to Use Simple Herbs and Flowers. 











d| SHE right time to gather herbs for drying 
or other purposes is when they are just 
beginning to come 
into flower. They 
then possess their 
peculiar virtues ina 
higher degree than 
at any other period. 
They should be 
gathéred on a dry 
day, as soon as the 
dew is off, and 
should at once be 
cleared from dis- 
colored or _ rotten 
leaves, freed from 
earth or dust, and dried before a mod- 
erately hot fire, or partially sheltered from 
the sun if its heat is powerful. Almost all 
herbs in drying give out a certain portion of 
their aromatic properties, contained in their 
essential oil, hence they should not be ex- 
sed to sun or fire longer than necessary. 
The dried leaves are then picked from the 
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stems and powdered, 
and at once placed in 
glass bottles, and well 
corked for further 
use. In this way 
thyme, mint, mar- 
joram, sage, rose- 
mary, and all pot- 
herbs may be kept 
full of flavor for 
twelve months or lon- 
ger, whereas if hung 
up in the kitchen, ex- 
posed to the air, they 
soon lose their valu- 
able properties. 
Besides their 
use in cookery, 
many simple herbs are of great 
medicinal value, as our grand- 
mothers well knew They 
greatly extolled the virtues of 
sage, which will often cure in- 
digestion. Sage-tea is made in 
the ordinary way from the dried 
leaves, and is useful as a stom- 
achic or aid to digestion, and 


also as an astringent tonic \ 
decoction was also used for a 
gargle. To make it, take a 


handful of sage leaves, and boil 
them in a pint of water until it is 
reduced to half a pint. Then 
strain it, and when cold, add to 
it a little honey and vinegar 
[his makes a cooling gargle for 
sore throats. 

Camomile is one of the most 
useful herbs that ever grew. It 
may be applied externally as a 
poultice or decoction, or inter- 
nally in the form of tea. The tea 
is made from the flowers, half 
an ounce of which are infused in 
about a pint of water, with one 
or two cloves and an ounce of 
powdered or bruised ginger. If 
about a dessertspoonful be taken 
three times a day, it 
isan excellent remedy 
for indigestion and 
debility. For fom- 
enting inflamed or 
painful joints, two 
flannel bags are filled 
with camomile flow- 
ers, and boiled for an 
hour. The parts are 
then bathed with 
these, used very hot. 

Useful vinegars 
of various kinds can 
be made by simply 
loosely packing a 
pickle-bottle with 
leaves of peppermint, 
pennyroyal, etc., and 
filling up with vine- 
gar. After it has 
stood for a week or 
two it can be strained, 
Peppermint is a valu- 
able stimulating 
stomachic. 

Elder-flowe: 
water is a good com- 
plexion wash for sun- 
burn or freckles, Put 
about half an ounce 
of the flowers in a 
pint and a half of 
boiling water. Sim- 
mer slowly for an 
hour. Then strain 
and add a teaspoon- 
ful of alcohol,

Cooking Hints. 


(a ELATINE which is required for a cream, 

blanc-mange, etc., should be soaked in 
cold milk and not water; the time require: 
yaries according to the kind of gelatine used, 
but fully an hour should be allowed. The 
sheet gelatine has an advantage over other 
kinds, because it can be used without being 
The hot liquid in which gelatine is 
dissolved should not be boiled after it has 
been added. 

‘To prevent cherries, raisins, or currants 
from settling at the bottom of a cake, the 
fruit should be floured and dropped slowly into the cake mix- 
ture with the left hand while stirring it with the right. 

‘lo beat the whites of eggs to a firm froth, separate the 
whites from the yolks very carefully, so that the latter are not 
broken ; add a pinch of salt to the whites, and beat the eggs 
either with a patent beater, or a wire beater, or a flat dish anda 
knife with a broad blade may be used. The eggs should not be 
allowed to stand after they are beaten, but should be lightly 
folded—not stirred—at once into the mixture for which they 
are required. If eggs are divided and the yolks and whites well 
beaten separately, they will go much farther than if used whole, 
and will make the dish for which tiey are used lighter than it 
would otherwise be. 

A pie should not be taken straight from the oven to a pan- 
try ; the change of temperature is too great, and the pastry will

suffer in consequence. Pastry is better if kept in a dry andonly 
moderately cold cupboard.

Cakes should also be allowed to 
cool in the kitchen, and they should be stored in a tin lined with 
grease-proof paper when quite cold. ‘The cook who prefers to 


make her own baking-powder can do so easily by carrying out 
the following simple directions: Get four ounces of fresh 


bicarbonate of soda from a druggist and mix it thoroughly with 
half a pound of cornstarch ; pound two ounces of tartaric acid 
in a mortar, then stir in the soda and cornstarch, and pound the 
ingredients together for a few minutes. Siftthe powder through 
a fine sieve, and put it into a tin which hasa tight-fitting cover. 

Very few cooks really understand the art of cooking fish. 
We have all suffered on occasions from the watery mess served 
up under the name either of boiled cod or haddock. It is not 
quite so easy a viand to cook as many people fancy. 

In the first place, fish should never be allowed to soak in 
water. Wash it thoroughly and rinse.it in cold water, until the 
latter remains unstained and clear, then take it out and dry it 
with a soft clean cloth before cooking. 

The French cook fish much better than we do, 
the secrets of this is that they rarely boil it in plain water; they 
prefer to use stock specially prepared for the purpose. Or they 
cook it as follows: Adda teacupful of vinegar, a little salt, 
two sprigs of.thyme, one bay leaf, or any desired herbs to the 
water it is cooked in.

Ce | *HERE is no cause at all,” says Dr. 
Donne, an eminent physician of 


Paris, ‘‘ to fear the action of the air and sun- | 


light upon a child, and too great haste can- 
not be made to expose it to their influence, 
which is entirely beneficial to its develop- 
ment and health, It ought to pass several 
hours out of doors, either in the arms of a 
nurse or in a garden, when a favorable place 
may be had to spread a coverlet or mattress. 
It must be protected from the direct and pro- 
longed actien of the sun’s rays, but not de- 
prived of it entirely.”

Gentle exercise 
out of doors purifies her blood, and streneth 
ens her nerves, and enables her to maintain 
the sweet, equable temper so essential to the 
right government and training of her child.

ing only, as indicated by the perforations. Lay 
the lining on the material doubled, and cut the 
material the same size as the lining, Baste lin- 
ing and material together on the tracing fora 
guide to sew by, this retains the shape of the 
pattern, The lining should be basted a trifle 
fuller lengthwise than the material near the 
waist line. Next baste your garment closely, 


with the exception of the shoulder and under- 


arm seams, whic : shoutd be pinned on the out- 
side. It is now ready for fitting. Try on and 
piu the garment pecs. at tracing on the front, 
and shape to the figure, If the garment is too 
tight or too loose alter it where the large seams 
are on the shoulder and under-arm seams, but 
never alter the darts or side seams and do not 
cut off the darts until the garment is fitted, 
Before making the collar, fit the stiffening and 
shape it tothe neck when fitting, and puta trac- 
ing where it sews on. When your seams are 
stitched they should be notched and thoroughly 
pressed open. Put bone casings on very full, 
and if bones are used they should be soaked to 
make them pliable enough to bear the needle. 
Put the inner seam of the sleeve to the notch iu 
the arm hole. To lengthen or shorten a sleeve, 
and to keep it in shape and proper proportion 
at the top and bottom, cut the paper pattern 
through at the centre, at the elbow, between 
the notches, and take from, or add to, to make 
the length desired. To lengthen or shorten a 
skirt, measure the length desired from the waist- 
line and add to, or take from, the entire lower 
edge to make the length desired. Do not forget 
to allow all seams for making. In cutting al- 
ways double the material. Place both right 
sides together. Care should be taken to have 
the material run the same way. Cloth should 
be cut with the nap running down, velvet up. 
To match figured or striped goods, pin the 
figures together before cutting. The secret of 
dressmaking is in careful basting and pressing.

How to Wash Fine Laces. 


\ ‘ERY dainty work is the getting up of 

lace, and one that amply repays any- 
one for the trouble. Lace that is well got 
up looks as good as new, and there 
satisfaction in seeing a pile of fresh, clean 
ties, and collars which would have cost a 
good deal to send out, but which have 
done at home at small expense. 

All lace should be carefully mended before 
and only the best soap should be 
employed. White lace can be steeped in 
cold water, if very dirty, 
teaspoonful of borax to each quart of water, 
as this improves the color and removes light 
stains, while not injuring the lace in any 
way. All fine things must be squeezed, but 
never rubbed, in a lather made as follows: 
Cut up some good white soap into thin 
shreds, and place it in an enamelled saucepan. 
Cover with cold water, and bring very geut- 
ly to the boil, until the soap is quite dissolved, 
Pour some of this dissolved soap into a basin 
of tepid water, stirring well with the hand 
until a good lather is formed. If any dis 
solved soap is left, it can be poured intoa 
jar, and will form soap jelly, which will be 
ready for the next batch of lace. It is not 
well, however, to make too much dissolved 
soap at a time, as it loses its strength by 
keeping. Wring the lace carefuily out of 
the steeping water, squeezing it, but not 
twisting it; then squeeze it well in the soap 
lather until all dirt is removed. If the lace 
is very dirty, it will require two soapy waters, 
then rinse well in two warm waters, and then 
in cold to clear it well. If desired, it may, 
ot course, be squeezed through a blue water, 
If lace is passed through a wringer, it must 
be laid perfectly flat on a cloth. 

‘There are different ways of stiffening lace, 
much depending on the kind of lace; the 
better the quality, the less stiffening it re-

quires. Either gum-water or thin boiled 
starch can be used, the latter being easier. 
Tro make the boiled starch, mix one table- 


spoonful of good rice-starch in a basin with 
three tablespoonfuls of cold water till quite 
smooth; add half an inch of shredded wax, 
or soap, or candle, than pour on, stirring all 
the time, sufficient boiling water to clear the 
starch, quantity of starch requires 
about one pint of boiling water. Now dilute 
the starch with a quart of cold water, and it 
is ready for use. ‘This makes a large quapti- 
ty of starch; so, if there is not much lace to 
be stiffened, less should be made, by 
ing the proportion of the ingredients, 
will not keep. Just dip the lace in the starch 
while it is wet, as if starched dry it will be 
too stiff; then squeeze carefully, and roll the 
lace up with the wrong side inside, and lay 
it by for a short time. If the lace is required 
of acream color, mix the starch in the first 
instance with a little strong coffee, instead 
of the cold water. The starch can also be 
bought cream-colored, but it is generally 
too dark
